a cone than a blessing to the people. 
The council cannot make haste too 
slowly in this matter. We want natural 
gas badly, but it must come to us at de- 
finite, reasonable rates, so that we may 
know just what we are getting.

BENTINBL has urged that a general nat- 
ural gas ordinance, outlining rates and 
privileges be passed by the council, be- 
lieving then that capitalists could be 
induced to give the project considera- 
tion.

CABPBT BAOGBB'S BBOTHBB. 


A FEW evenings ago as a train on the 
Bio Grande Railroad was going down 
Veta Pass Mountain the engineer no- 
ticed something on the track a few 
paces ahead of his engine. On close 
examination he discovered that it was a 
mountain lion, and it was trotting along 
in the center of the track, big banks of 
snow on either side preventing him 
from getting offl It only required a 
few minutes to reach him, and after a 
race of about four hundred yards the 
pilot of the monster mogul struck Mr. 
Lion a broadside that knocked him sev- 
eral feet from the track, bnt did not 
kill him. 
The lion erot UP and ran off. 


Faneakes In Tarietj. 
On cold winter mornings pan cakes of 
all kinds hold an important place at the 
breakfast table. The cherished buck- 
wheat cake, most prominent of all, from 
Thanksgiving day until early spring is 
seldom absent from the morning meal 
in the genuine American household 
When properly made, this is the most 
delicious of all the griddle cakes, but it 
has been against it when made from 
yeast or risen over night that it was 
difficult to make light and sweet, and 
that disagreeable effects frequently fol- 
lowed its eating. It is found that by

The death of William Skinner of 
Bichmond Gounty, said to be the tallest 
man in the State, recalls an interesting 
accident in the Clay and Polk campai^ 
of 1844, The Whigs held a great mass- 
m e e t i n g at Madison, Ga., the greatest 
in number ever held in the State up to 
that time. Richmond County sent up a 
splendid delegation, 
and tall "iiill 
Skinner" bore the beautiful Clay ban-i 
ner in the procession. The Whigs were 
jubilant over their great crowd, and 
boasted of their tall flag-bearer as a 
head higher than any man in Georgia. 
Though but a boy, the writer of these 
lines was a hot Polk advocate, and saw 
the immense crowd at Madison with 
fear and trembling. 


Soon after this tho Polk Democrats 
called a mass-meeting at Macon. It 
was immense, ahead of the Madison 
meeting, and showed how Georgia was 
was going. At this meeting there was 
present as a delegate from Meriwether 
County -Tohn Gaston. 
He was several 
inches over seven feet high, and an inch 
or two taller than big Bill Skinner of 
Richmond. He was the pride of the 
Polk boys, and was chosen standard- 
bearer. He bore a huge poke stalk in 
the grand street procession. 


Some years afterward he was elected 
a member of the Legislature from Meri- 
wether, and when he came to Milledge- 
ville he put up with Mrs. Isaac Newell 
as ft boarder. Mrs. Newell had no 
bedstead long enough to accommodate 
her long guest, and had to have one 
made for the special purpose.—ilfiii- 
edgeville (Go.) Union.

The ocean equalizes the earth's tem- 
perature. How delicately balanced the 
forces of nature are as to glaciers may 
be seen in the fact that there have been 
five jteriods of advance and retreat in 
Switzerland since 
1800. Were the 
Sahara Desert to be inundated, it 
might disastrously change the climate 
of Central Europe. 


The orbit of thelearth is an eclipse; 
its longer 
diameter being 3,000,000 
miles more than its shorter. 
Tb^ sim 
is in one foci of this ellipse ; the earth's 
S'lmmer solstice is fully seven days 
Ioniser than the winter. The present 
is favorable to glaci.4tion in the south- 
ern hemisphere. 


There should be an increase of gla- 
ciers each 21,000 years, due to the 
earth 8 changing relations to the sun. 
Special epochs have been 200,000, 700,- 
OU'), and 850,000 yea:.-s ago. and similar 
epochs are expected 500,000, 800,000, 
and 900,000 years to coma 
Croll's 
theory rests on hypotheses and assump- 
tions. He takes the wind and ocean 
currents for stable quantities. 
But the 
gulf stream—filr.y miles wide, 1,000 
feet deep, and which moves four miles 
an hour—and tie trade winds need to 
be accounted for. 
The southeast trade 
winds predominate.

Because 
the southern 
hemisphere is cooler. 
But why is it cooler ? The extent and 
depth of southern oceans add power to 
the winds in that hemisphere.

Not all cold 
seas are favorable to glaciation ; those 
in the far north lack moisture. 


The weak point in Mr. Croll's theory 
is bis failure to satisfactorily account 
for the absorption, retention, and diaf 
tribation of heat received from the sun. 
Why do clouds prevent frost? Why 
does heat pass into glass easily (as into 
a greenhouse) and not so easily escapef 
The equator is not so hot, nor the aro- 
tic region so cold as they ought to be 
according to the heat received from the 
sun.

The three Presbyterian churches of 
the city united last evening in a union 
service at the First Presbyterian church 
to listen to an address by ths Rev. Geo. 
C. Heckman, D. D., of Cincinnati, the 
rresponding secretary of the centen- 
^al committee of the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian churches of the 
SlJnited States, which is to convene in 
Philadelphia in May next. 


His subject was "Two Hundred Years 
of American Jiresbyterianism." 
Tbe 
church was well filled and the able ad- 
ress was listened to attentively by the 
krge auiience preseot. Tbe devotional 
exercises were conducted by Rev. J. M. 
Fulton, of the Second 
Presbyterian 
church, Rev D. S. Kennedy, of the 
Third Presbyterian church, aud Rev. J. 
P. Lloyd. 
Rev. Dr Moffat, the pastor 
of the First church, iutrodaced the 
speaker, who spoke substantially as fol- 
lows* 


"Let us make it understood that we 
are not preparing to celebrate' the cen- 
teonial of our chnrch, for we are more 
than one hundred years too late for that. 
But we are arranging for the centennial 
anniversary of our general assembly. 
Now two questions arise. 1. What will 
Pref'byterians make out of this centen- 
nial? 2. What can Presbyterians make 
out of this centennial? The first qaes- 
tion can be answered at the end of tbe 
year. The second we must try to an- 
swer now. From the initiation of this 
enterprise the conviction has deepened 
that this counsel and this work are uot 
of man, but of God; that it may be 
made to exalt the praise of Gud and 
further Catholic ChriBtianity in the land, 
and quicken the vitality and intensify 
the efficiency of our deuomiuation as a 
church of our Lord Jesus Christ. To 
this end we need the hearty oo operation 
of all the elements of our chnroh, and 
with such co-operation secured our 
largest txpectations. 


The past two centuries, almost cover- 
ing the history of the American Presby 
tenan church, have been centuries of 
honor. 
Daring this year we would 
present them a3 each, not for self 
gloritioatioD. but because our works have 
glorified our Father which is in heaven. 
We would make this centennial year 
serve in part to enlighten the children 
as to the faith and fidelity of their 
fathers. We would use the year to raise 
an inheritance of beneticeiiOe to pos- 
terity which shall stimulate them to 
larger liberality. 
We propose that we 
so employ this centennial yee^r as to 
quicken the Ohurch of the new century 
to emulate and surpass the Christianity 
of their fathers for the past two hundred 
years. 


It is no rurpose of ours to attempt to 
prove, or even to assert, that thp Pres- 
byterian Church has been perfect in 
her loyalty to her King and in fidelity 
to her trust 
We neithir claim snob 
completeness ol duty for ourpeives, nor 
yield it before ourseives to any other de- 
nomination. 


What we claim and propose to be pro- 
claimed during this year of centennial 
preparation is, that American Presby- 
terianism is essentially pure Christianity, 
the Christianity of the Reformation; 
^and especially American Presby terianiem 
lias always been true, consistent and 
faithfnl in her attitude and action on 
the right side of every important social 
or political, moral or religious questi 
and event in the history of our count 
for two hundred years—that our Church 
has been true to the country and the 
age, true to tbe Reformation ard Aprs 
toJic Chrifitianity, a fair reprtsentative 
of Jesus Christ and faithful to the King- 
dom of God. 
•v Our general assembly earnestly rec- 
^ m e n d s that our ministry and laity 
mark this centennial preparation by a 
series of sermons or addresses bearing 
on the history of our ohurch. 
This 
series may be easily ou lined. 


I. 
A study of fuccessive deliverances 
of our chnrch courts shows that our 
doctrine and po'ity are squarely baaed 
upon the inspired word of God, and that 
the American Presbyterian ohurch may 
claim a conspicuous plact^ in this respect 
among the reformed churches. 


IE. The constituency of the American 
Presbyterian church i stablishes its place 
and character in the Reformed church. 
From its distinct ortrauizition it began 
absorbing and 
affiiiatiug in organic 
nnion the Presbytenanism and Calvin- 
ism of tbe various European nationalities 
and churches represented in the coloni- 
zation of this country, so that American 
Presbyterianism is made up of contri- 
butions from all the churches of the 
reformation. 


III. 
The attitude of our Presbyterian 
church to all great social aud religious 
events and questions in the history of 
our country. 
Here a wide and magnifi- 
cent field opens, not for one address, 
but many. 


You may spring any national epoch, 
crisis or question of church or state for 
the past two centuries and you will find 
the attitude of the Presbyterian church 
right, faithful and true to all. 
Aud in 
the course of these events and the settle- 
ment of these questions, our church was 
faithful among the mo^t faithful, and 
effective among the most useful. 
Snoh 
centennial topics would embrace the war 
of independence and other 
national 
struggles, and such moral and religions 
questions as Sabbath obseivance, tem- 
perance, slavery, marriage and divorce, 
Christian education, revivals and mis- 
sions. 


The Thanksgiving offering contem- 
plated by the successive action of our 
general assemblies does net include tbe 
regular collections of the churches for 
our boards, but is additional to tb'im 
and special, aud must in no wise reduce 
or interfere with the annual contribu- 
tions. Among the objects of the memo- 
rial offerings are Presbyterian educa- 
tional 
institutions, 
hospitals 
and 
asylums, in our own and foreign lands, 
and ail home and foreign mission opera- 
tions ot our church. 


Oat of the general topics and objects 
of this centennial preparation the as- 
sembly has given special prominence to 
ministerial relief. 
Now, in all 
the 
struggles and activities of the past two 
hundred 
the miniateri of the 


Preebyteriau o h v ^ 
muntainiiig an 
honored aooial position on a bare oom- 
petency, have been oonspicnous few 
their learning, orthodoxy, piety and 
self denial. The primitive prineiple of 
voluntary support of the gospel waa first 
revived by our ohurch. But, all the 
same, that principle has required a 
ministry oonseorat^ to 
comparative 
poverty. Snoh a ministry the Holy 
Spirit has raised up. All these national 
and ecclesiastical aohievements would 
have been impossible but for ttiis min- 
istry conoecrated to poverty. 


The minister enters upon a vooation 
to which the avenues to wealth are 
closed. He may become rich or gain an 
independent competency by inheritance 
or marriage or bequest, or a happy in- 
vestment of a little means, but never by 
his vocation. His average salary covers 
less than half the wages of skilled labor. 
Tbe self denial of the ministry furnishee 
more than half of the support and means 
of the extension of the chnrch; at the 
present time, as in the past, it has con- 
trilmted to the prosperity of the church 
and country more than any other agency 
whatever. 
Besides this, the ministry 
have to confront, at the close of this 
life of self-denial, absolute want for 
themselves and families in case of sick- 
ness, infirmity, old age and death. 
We 
ask the church, at least, to take this 
away, to provide a relief from this bur- 
den on so many ministers' hearts and 
homes, to take away this §tone that 
biochs the entrance to the ministry to so 
many young men." 


RT. BEV. BIHHOP DWENGEB. 


The Prelate Prononnced Against Sabbath 
Saloon Visitations. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger preached 
another great sermon at the Cathedral 
yesterday morning. 


His theme was upon intemperance and 
tbe distinguished prelate proceeded to 
pay his respects to some of its causes 
and vices. 
His ideas admit of a temper- 
ate use of wines, but he strongly coun- 
seled total abstinence. 


He urged home pleasures and social 
enjoyments to allure young and old men 
from the temptations of intemperance 
and facing his vasi congregation, he pro- 
claimed emphatically for an obeervtiuce 
of the Sunday. He repeated the injunc 
tion three times with great force and 
added that these open Sunday saloons 
were the greatest menances to the so- 
briety, behavior and prospects of the 
present generation.

Biohmond County, said to be the tallest 
man in the State, recalls an interesting 
accident in the Clay and Polk campaign 
of 1811. The Whigs hold a great mass- 
meeting at Madison, Ga., the greatest 
in number ever held in the State np to 
that time. Biohmond County sent np a 
splendid delegation, and tall "Hill 
Skinner" bore the beautiful Clay ban; 
uer iu the procession. The Whigs were 
iubilant over their great crowd, and 
Muted of their lull flag-bearer as a 
bead higher than any man in Georgia. 
Though bat a boy, the writer of these 
lines waa a hot Polk advocate, and taw 
;Le immense crowd at Madison with 
fear and trembling. 


Soon after this the Folk Democrats 


called a mass-meeting at Macon. I? 
was immense, ahead of the Madison 
meeting, and showed how Georgia was 
was going. At this meeting there wat 
present as a delegate from Meriwether 
Bounty John Qaston. He was several 
inches over seven feet high, and an inch 
or two taller than big Bill Skinner of 
Richmond. He was the pride of the 
Polk boys, and was chosen standard* 
bearer. He bore a huge poke stalk in 
tbe grand street procession. 


Some years afterward he was elected 


a member of the Legislature from Meri- 
wether, and when he came to Milledge- 
ville he put np with Mrs Isaac Newell 
as a boarder. Mrs. Newell had no 
bedstead long enough to accommodate 
her long guest, and had to have one 
made for the special purpose.—Kill- 
eOgeaiUe (Go.)

How delicately balanced the 
forces of nature are as to glaciers may 
be wen in the fact that then have bean 
flve periods of advance and retreat in 
Switzerland since 1800. 
Were the 


Sahara Desert to be inundated, it 
might disastrously change the climate 
of Central Europe. 


The orbit of thelearth in an eclipse; 


its longer diameter bring 3,000.000 
miles more than ita shorter. Tin inn 
is in one foci of this ellipse; the earth's 
rimraer solstice is folly seven days 
longer than the winter. The f resent 
is favorable to gUcution in the south- 
ern hemisphere. 


There would be an increase of gla- 


ciers each 21,000 years, doe to the 
earth's changing relations to the inn. 
Special epochs have been 200,000, 700,- 
000, and 860,000 yea» ago, and similar 
epochs are expected 600,000, 800,000, 
and 900,000 years to come, droll's 
theory resta on hypothesei and assump- 
tions. He takes the wind and ocean 
currents for stable quantities. Bnt the 
gulf streim—fifty miles wide, 1,000 
feet deep, and which moves four milea 
an hour—and the trade winds need to 
be accounted for.

•>. Lloyd. Rev. Dr. Moffat, the pastor 
f the First church, introduced the 
peaker, who spoke substantially as fol- 
ows- 


•Let us make it understood that we 


are not preparing to celebrate' the oen- 
ennlal of our ehnrcb, for we are more 
ban one hundred years too late for that 
tat we are arranging for the centennial 
nniversary of our general assembly, 
low two questions arise. 1. What will 
•reebyterians make ont of this centen- 
nial? 2. What can Presbyterians make 
ont of this centennial? Tbe first ques- 
tion ean be answered at the end ol the 
year. The second we must try to an- 
swer now. From tbe initiation of this 
enterprise the conviction has deepened 
hat this counsel and this work are not 
of man, but .of God; that it may be 
made to exalt the praise of God and 
further Catholic Christianity In the land, 
and quicken the vitality and intensity 
:he efficiency of our denomination as a 
church of our Lord Jesus Christ To 
this end we need the hearty oo operation 
of all the elemeuta of our chnron, and 
with such co-operation secured our 
argest expectations. 


Tbe past tiro centuries, almost oover- 


ng the history of the American Presby 
lerian ehnreh, have been centuries ol 
honor. 
During thin year we would 


present them as such, not for self- 
riorlncation. but because our works have 
glorified onr Father which is hi heaven. 
We would make tbis centennial year 
serve in part to enlighten the children 
a* to the faith and fidelity of their 
father*. We would use tbe year to raise 
an inheritance of beneficence to pos- 
terity which shall atimnlate them to a 
larger liberality.

We neither claim sncl 
completeness ol duty for ourselves, nor 
yield it before ourselves to anv other de- 
nomination. 


What we claim and propose to be pro- 


claimed during thi* year of eentennia 
preparation is, that American Presby 
terianiam I* essentially pure Christianity 
the Christianity of the Beformation 


-and especially American Presbyterlanisi 
>as always been true, consistent and 
faithful in her attitude and action on 
th* right side of every important social 
or political, moral or religions quest! •: 
and event in the history of onr oonntr- 
for two hundred years—that onr Churo 
has been true to the country and th 
age, true to tbe RetbtmaUon and Apos 
tolio Christianity, a fair reprcsentativ 
of Jesus Christ and faithful to the King 
domofGod. 


Our general assembly earnestly reo- 
nmends that onr ministry audlait 


mark this centennial preparation by 
•eriea of sermon* or addresses bearin 
on the history of onr ohnreh. Thi 
series may be easily oniltued.

Besides this, the ministry 


lave to confront, at the close of thi* 
fe of self-denial, absolute want for 
hemselves and families iu caso of sick- 
en, infirmity, old age and death.

ask the ehnreh, at least, to take this 


way, to provide a relief from this bur- 
en on so many ministers' hearia anc 
omes, to take away this stone that 
loose the entrance to the ministry to so 


many young men."
